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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Utah had drier and warmer weather throughout the state during the past week, according to the
Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture level conditions rated surplus
fell from 29 percent last week to 24 percent. Box Elder County reports producers were planting onions, safflower, and spring grains, but
no corn had been planted as producers were waiting for soil to warm up and the risk of frost to decrease. Beaver County reports producers
were getting ready to plant corn, and most producers had turned on sprinklers for the season. Corn planted is at 3 percent complete,
behind last year’s progress. Iron County reports producers were finishing calving and lambing, and some were beginning irrigation.
Statewide, calving is 91 percent complete and lambing is 92 percent complete. Riche County reports producers were busy branding
cattle and moving cattle to pasture. Statewide, cattle moved to pasture is at 29 percent and sheep moved to pasture is 33 percent, both
below last year’s progress. Hay and roughage supplies were rated 13 percent very short, 45 percent short, and 40 percent adequate, and
2 percent surplus. Stock water supplies were rated 92 percent adequate and 8 percent surplus. Irrigation water supplies were rated 2
percent fair, 61 percent good, and 37 percent excellent.
